father was a carpenter with the

65 LAST FRIDAY 
For the last IO years, Mr. Wei­ 
kert has reigned as chief in the 
28-room, three-story stone Tudor 
mansion 
known

Coolkenny. 
Patterned after a castle in Eng­ 
land, it was one of Main Line's 
finest homes before the state took 
it over a decade ago. 
Weikert will 
say goodbye to 
both Coolkenny and the depart­ 
ment Wednesday when ho retires 
after nearly half a century with 
thj department. “I’ve been look­ 
ing forward to this and planning 
it for IO years now,” he said the 
other day at his home at 1414 
Markley 
St., 
Norristown. 
"I 
wanted to leave in 1968 but I put 
it off. Now I’m going for sure,” 
Weikert 
celebrated 
his 
65th 
birthday last Friday but he is 
in vigorous good health and there 
is no pressure on him to retire. 
"I just wanted to get out before 
they had to carry me out,” he 
sad. 
TO SEE OTHER ROADS 
He had headed the district office 
with the title of district engineer 
since 1956 and has been in the 
middle of many of the recent 
controversies 
about 
new 
high­ 
way routes in that part of the 
state. On the e \e of his retire­ 
ment, he finds his greatest sat­ 
isfaction 
in 
contemplating 
the 
many new highways that were 
built or improved under his juris­ 
diction. Describing himself as a 
‘highway 
man,” 
he 
said 
he 
doesn’t like trains and never has 
been in an airplane- 
One of the things he plans to 
do after retirement is to see more 
highwafs he didn’t have anything 
to do with building. He and his 
wife, Celia, plan to do a lot of 
traveling, mostly In the United 
States. 
Weikert never went to college 
but in 1947 be became a registered 
engineer. He picked it up by ex­ 
perience, he said, and by taking 
a few correspondence courses. “I 
was all ready to go to college 
after high school and had regis­ 
tered at Temple University but 
I decided to go to work instead,” 
he said.

DETROIT WINS

NEW YORK (AP)—The city of 
Detroit has won the opening skir­ 
mish but may lose the battle In 
its bid to hold the 1968 Olympic 
Games.

NJ. EXCHANGE 
TELLS STORY 
OF LA S T MAY 


NEW YORK (AP) - The story 
behind “the most dramatic stock 
market events in more than three 
decades” was told Monday by the 
New York Stock Exchange. 
It reported what investors did 
during the May 28, 1962 market 
crash and the May 29-31 recovery. 
On "Black Monday,” May 28. 
the market was rocked by its 
worst loss since 1929. About mid­ 
day Tuesday it made an abrupt 
about face and scored a partial 
recovery. On Thursday, after a 
Memorial Day holiday respite, it 
more than recaptured Monday's 
loss. 
During this period 3fi million 
shares changed hands in 673.000 
individual transactions, swamping 
the exchange’s reporting facili­ 
ties. 
The exchange surveyed s por­ 
tion of these transactions to find 
out who was buying and selling, 
said 
Keith 
Funston, 
exchange 
president. 
Here is what the winey showed: 
—The public, individuals, sold 
heavily when the market was de­ 
clining and bought heavily when 
it was rising. 
—Financial 
institutions, 
com­ 
mercial banks and nonmember 
broker . dealers ducked market 
trends throughout the three days, 
buying when individual investors 
were selling, and vice versa 
—Individual exchange members 
and member organizations, in gen­ 
eral, were net buyers when the 
market was declining and net sell­ 
ers as the market rose. 
The survey also showed that 
over the three days individuals in 
the middle and upper income 
groups were net sellers. Those in 
the under-$10.000 income category 
were substantial net buyers, es­ 
pecially on May 31. Investors with 
incomes under $5,000 were buyers. 
even on May 28. when all others 
sold on balance.
